Claims 1-26 are pending and have been Examined on the merits.

The declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 filed March 7, 2005 is sufficient to overcome the 
rejection of claims 12, 13, 22, and 24-26, as anticipated by, or obvious over, WO 00/59929 Al, 
under 35 USC §§ 102(b) or 103(a); the rejection of claims 12, 13, 22, and 24-26, as anticipated 
by, or obvious over, US Patent 6,608,027 Bl, under 35 USC §§ 102(b) or 103(a); and the 
obviousness double patenting rejection of claims 12, 13, 22, and 24-26 over US Patent 6,608,027

compound of the prior art is, in fact, amorphous and does not share a common Powder XRD 
pattern with the crystalline compound of the instant application.
